stock or cravat, two good pocket handkerchiefs, a good
hat or cap, a pair of new boots or shoes, and a pair of
slippers.

For a female, two shirts, two woolen petticoats, three
good dresses, a-cloak or shawl, one pair of shoes and
three pairs ot stockings, two pocket handkerchiefs and
a decent bonnet.

Unless such clothing be delivered to the superin-
tendent in good crder he shall not be bound to receive
the patient. Iut in case of public patients, comfort-
able and proper clothing shall he furnished by the
superintendent at the expense of the state.

Sec. 10. That section twenty-eight of the said act
be amended so as to read as follows:

Section 28. The term insane, as used in this act,
includes every species of insanity, but does not include
idiocy or imbecility.

Sec. 11. That section twenty-nine of said act be
amended =0 as to read as follows:

Nection 29. Private patients are those who are sent
to and maintained at the hospital by their relations
and friends. [’ublic patients are those who are sent to
and maintained at the hospital at the expense of the
state.

Beit enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Seorion 1. That the sum of forty thousand dollars,
or so much of the sum as may be necessary, is hereby
aggropriated, out of any money in the treasury not
otherwise appropriated, to be expended in the erec-
tion of a building for a hospital for the insane of the
state of Minnesota, the same to be paid on warrants
drawn by the president, and countersigned by the sec-
retary of the board of trustees of that institution, and
that on the presentation of such warrants to the state
auditor, it shall be his duty to draw warrants on the
state treasurer for like amounts, such money to Le ex-
pended under the direction of the hoard of frustees
for the insane of the state of Minnesota, as provided
by law.

Skc. 2. This act shall be in force from and after its
passage.
